A MAN T0 BE THANKFUL FOR 


THE LESSONS OF THEODORE ROOSEVELT’S AMAZING LIFE WILL NEVER BE OUT OF DATE 


When a nation counts its blessings to thank God for them, 
it may fittingly count its great men. This Thanksgiving we 
urge a special thought for Theodore Roosevelt, whose cente- 
nary began last month. If his times and problems seem simple 
and innocent compared with ours, it is partly because he 
simplified and purified them. The real lessons of a great man’s 
life are never out of date. 

T.R. has been called “the first modern President.” Be- 
cause no crisis of national survival tested him like Washing- 
ton or Lincoln, he is not ranked with them by historians: but 
like them he believed in a strong presidency. He stretched 
the powers not under plea of emergency, but simply because 
he and his country were bursting with energ: 

“No President ever enjoyed himself as much 
1'T.R. Joy of life was both a passion and a principle with 
this extraordinary man. His 61 years seemed one crowded 
succession of laughs, fights, sweats, romps, “scrambles” and 
sermons; but they ran on firm rails of courage and hard work. 
He was not a born genius; his great- 
ness, like his robust health, was self- 
fashioned by discipline, both in- 
doors and out. Except for Benjamin 
Franklin, he was the most versatile 
of our great men. As a boy he “fully 
intended to make science my life 
work,” but at Harvard he turned to 
writing history; thereafter he be- 
came a New York City politician, a 
rancher in the Dakota Badlands, a 
civil service commissioner, a reform 
police chief, a rebuilder of the U.S. 
Navy. a cavalry colonel, Governor, 
President, big game hunter, natural- 
ist, explorer, prolific author, model 
father, and first American winner of 
the Nobel Peace Prize. For a new 
century and a new age, T.R. revital- 
ized the American dream. He did this less by changing the 
laws (though he changed plenty) than by redefining the na- 
tional goals and the meaning of American citizenship. 

T.R. came to high office in the fat, happy twilight of the 
Gilded Age, when Americans were habituated to what he 
called “a riot of individualistic materialism.” The chief dan- 
ger to our government was plutocracy, which he called “of 
all forms of tyranny the least attractive.” A born toff, he 
could “neither respect nor admire the huge moneyed men” 
of the time; he thought them “hucksters,” “glorified pawn- 
brokers,” and worse. He preferred the company of prize- 
fighters, ward politicians, cowboys, writers, professors, artists 
and foreigners. Among his intimates were Battling Nelson, 
John Hay, Jacob Riis, Augustus Saint-Gaudens. Bat Master- 
son, Sir George Trevelyan, Mark Twain, Buffalo Bill. Lincoln 
Steffens and Lord Bryce. Besides plutocrats, his pet hates 
were “solemn reformers of the tomfool variety,” socialists, 
and the “mollycoddle vote.” In one function of the presi- 
dency—public education—he has never been rivaled. He re- 
garded the White House as a “bully pulpit” and, like Mahat- 
ma Gandhi, would preach on any subject, from new poetry to 
the number of children a family should raise. But the theme 
he always returned to was the duty of American citizenship. 

Elihu Root called him “the greatest teacher of the essen- 

ials of popular self-government the world has ever known. 
Like Jefferson and Lincoln, he believed in the people, but 
he believed equally in personal excellence. The high stand- 
ards of his own administration team astonished Lord Bryce. 
T.R. did not think that progress is automatic or the case for

self-government self-evident: both must be earned every day 
by active effort and responsible citizenship. To him govern- 
ment was no mere protector of rights, but a force for social 
betterment. This was a radical belief in the days of laissez 
faire and “the Jeffersonian bondage” of minimum govern- 
ment, His “Square Deal” was never a blueprint and he never 
thought good, laws could be a substitute for good character; 
he wanted “to buttress character by law.” 

T.R.’s last personal exploit—tracing the 1,000-mile course 
of Brazil’s “River of Doubt” (now Rio Téodoro) at the age 
of was undertaken “because it was my last chance to be 
a boy”; and his lifelong hoyishness still makes him wriggle 
in the classifying fingers of historians. But it was not his 
boyishness but his manliness, his forthright confidence in 
himself and his country. that electrified the American peo- 
ple in 1900-12. One of his favorite quotations was Josh Bill- 
ings’: “It is so much easier to be a harmless dove than a wise 
serpent,” but he did his best to be both, He always said, 
"Do what you can where you are 
with what you have.” He said that 
America’s greatest achievements lay 
in the future; and that “the his- 
tory of America is now the 
tral feature of the history of the 
world.” 

By this he meant not only that 
the world needed a fresh example 
of purposeful democracy, but that 
America had an active mission in 
world affairs. When he took office, 
America was a loutish and relue- 
tant newcomer to great-power pol- 
ities; when he left, the profile of 
our policy was known and respected 
by all. T.R. was the first President 
since John Quincey Adams who real- 


ly knew the plays and players in the 
diplomatic game. He gave the Hague Court its first case and 
thus “saved [it] from becoming an empty farce.” He pro- 


posed a league of nations and envisioned an international 
police force. He got his Nobel Prize for conciliating the 
Russo-Japanese war in the Treaty of Portsmouth, But he 
thought the “most important service that I rendered to 
peace” was to send our new Navy around the world, which 
neither the British nor Germans thought could be done, He 
believed in preparedness and good manners—“‘speak softly 
and carry a big stick.” And the only peace that counted with 
him was “the peace of righteousness and of justice.” 

Theodore Roosevelt became President because Boss Platt 
of New York wanted to bury him alive in the vice presidency. 
When he left the White House in 1909 a Washington cynic 
remarked. “The historical accident is now out of the 
ive.. the country can go back to sleep again. But the “acei- 
dent” was an earthquake in the national conscience. Such 
sears. thank God, are never “out of the way.” The explosion 
of American might and purpose over which he presided, and 
in which he rejoiced, started us toward this awful eminence 
of world responsibility and power. If he were alive now, he 
would see the next stage as dimly but also as confidently as 
he saw it then. He would say again: 

“O my fellow citizens, each one of you carries on your 
shoulders not only the burden of doing well for the sake of 
your own country. but the burden of doing well and of seeing 
that this nation does well for the sake of mankind. ... Our 
success means not only our own triumph, but the triumph of 
the cause of the rights of the people throughout the world.”

wr people ask me when I'm going to 
retire,” says Henry J. Kaiser, ‘my stock 
reply is ‘when I get old.’ Now I'm in the busi- 
ness of getting younger. Every morning I have 
a new idea at sunrise.” The 75-year-old chair- 
man of the board of Kaiser Industries Corp., 
after a restless life of building roads, dams, pipe- 
lines, factories, ships, cars, bridges and homes, 
is putting his new ideas to work on a super- 
resort in Hawaii. There, in 1954, he saw great 
possibilities, but insufficient facilities, for an im- 
mense tourist boom. He decided to put $200 
million into filling the need. 

He bought up a hotel on the edge of Waikiki 
Beach and 18 acres around it. Then he built 
a thatched-roof Hawaiian village with three 
swimming pools, over one of which a dance 
floor slides at the push of a button. But he 
needed a beach, and all he had was rocky coral 
shore. After getting a permissive act of Congress 
passed, he dredged a lagoon and hauled sand 
from 30 miles away. On the island he built a 
14-story hotel, an aluminum-dome hall and a 
boatyard nearby to turn out plastic boats, 

All this was done in record time by a peo- 
ple used to a languorous pace. ‘Henry J. is like 
a friendly elephant,” said one breathless local 
man. ‘He just leans on you, smiles, and you 
move.” To this, master builder Kaiser, who 
once built the “impossible” Bonneville Dam, 
earnestly replies, “Most of us these days are 
only doing one tenth of what we’re capable of.”

By 1900 Claude Monet was exploring an un- 
charted realm of art. He aimed at portraying 
not only the visual ° ions” of his garden 
but its “unknown realities” as well. Most of 
his days were devoted to painting countless 
variations of his water lily ponds, but from 
time to time he turned to another subject in 
his garden, the Japanese roofed bridge that 
arched a small channel. In these bridge paint- 
ings Monet produced an art that seemed to 
take on an energetic life of its own, almost in- 
dependent of the garden scene to which it 
related (right).

tain among themselves a proper number of those strange 

souls who deliberately defy it: the eccentrics. Consequently, each 

time a leading eccentric dies, normal Englishmen suddenly feel 

unbalanced. They would rather lose the Archbishop of Canter- 

bury, the Lord Chief Justice and the editor of the New States- 

man. After all, England can always replace her dignitaries, but 
only Nature can replace her eccentrics. 

A case in point was the sudden death last spring of Charles 

K. Ogden. Well known among scholars as the inventor of a 


Gita are notorious defenders of tradition. But 


language-simplifying scheme called Basic English, this mild 
scholar of the college community of Cambridge was also one of 
the greatest eccentrics of our time, and his passing affected Eng- 
lishmen deeply. Even the usual question, ‘Who will step into his 
shoes?” stopped observers cold. For one thing, meny eccentrics 
absolutely refuse to wear shoes at all. Ogden wore nothing but 
suede shoes with square toes. Who, indeed, would step into them? 

Visitors to Ogden’s college rooms used to be greeted by a hat 
rack suspended over the staircase well, far out of reach of anyone 
who wished to hang his hat on it. Nonetheless, two hats always 
hung there, a bowler and a straw. Often it was a long time before 
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his visitors realized the hats were made to fit the undersized 
heads of a nonexistent breed, midway between men and midgets. 

An old friend of Ogden’s, Lance Sieveking, once described the 
first time he pressed past the hatty Scylla and Charybdis and 
entered the presence of Ogden himself. The great man rose from 
the floor, where he had been seated with friends eating from 
saucers of sweets, nuts and bananas, and in a whispering voice 
offered his visitor a cigaret of herbs. Sieveking noted the high, 
domed forehead, the deepset twinkling eyes, the suit of a bluish 
shade seemingly unknown to the color spectrum, the flannel 
shirt with a collar so capacious that, in the event of wishing to 
scratch his chest, Ogden could thrust his arm through and down. 
without detriment to his neck. It was a memorable vision, 

Ogden had no private income. He made learned contributions 
to philosophical journals under the pen name ‘‘Adeline Moore” 
(he once drubbed an anthology soundly for containing no ex- 
tracts either “from J. Christ or Ade- 
line Moore”), but these provided lit- 
tle money. The distinguished editor 
Kingsley Martin, who was a mem- 
ber of a group known as the ‘‘Asso- 
ciation for the Investigation of the 
Sources of Ogden’s Income,” con- 
cluded that Ogden’s large wardrobe 
of expensive clothes had been the gift 
of an American millionaire whom 
he had rewarded with philosophical 
guidance. But Martin said that al- 
though the association did discover 
Ogden made a good deal of money 
by supplying American libraries with 
rare books, no one was able to ex- 
plain where he found the money to 
buy four shops in Cambridge—or, indeed, why Ogden should 
want to have four shops. One of them, when Ogden was at- 
tacked as a pacifist in World War I by a politician named 
Butcher, had its sign painted out immediately by Ogden and 
was renamed *‘The Butchery.” 

Another shop was used by Ogden for discussions and debates 
with intellectual friends. ‘The stairs and the walls of the room in 
which we sat,”” Martin remembers, ‘‘were decorated with printed 
notices in blue and white which ran enigmatically: 

ONIONS, CARROTS, TURNIPS 
CABBAGES, POTATOES, PARSNIPS.”” 

Ogden was a great collector. He collected masks, books, 
clocks and music boxes up to six feet in length. When all his 
clocks and boxes were ticking, chiming and tinkling, Ogden’s 
home was a noisy place to be in, the more so if Ogden himself 
were singing and dancing too. But he detested any noise that 
was made by someone else. He was a vigorous supporter of the 
Anti-Noise League and did his utmost to prevent street cries 
and traffic sounds from entering his house. When they succeeded 
in doing so, he would turn up his radio full blast so that no 
particle of foreign sound intruded upon his private din. Thus 
isolated from the clamor of the world, he would work happily 
all night, breaking off at sunrise for dinner.

The game of ‘On and Off” 


f\GDEN was not fond of games unless they were intellectual. 
Die is known to the sporting world only as the inventor of 
“On and Off,” a game in which one writes down all the famous 
names one knows ending in -on and -off and then looks them 
up in the encyclopedia to see if the editors have included them. 
“For each that is not in the index,” Ogden once explained, 
“you score a point. . . . My best score to date, including Rach- 
maninoff and Carry Nation, is 20. 

Such foibles were eccentric without a doubt, but they tell us 
little of what lay at the heart of the wizard whom hundreds 
knew affectionately as “‘Og.” To find the real, underlying “Og” 
we must study his two most important endeavors. 

The first is his invention of Basic English. Like most eccen- 
trics Ogden was maddened by the folly he saw in the lives of 
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PRESERVED PHILOSOPHER, Jeremy Bentham (1748-1832), who ad- 
vised useful behavior, had himself embalmed and displayed as a monument. 
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other people. Most of them, he believed, went through life with 
no idea of what they were doing and were totally unable to 
express themselves clearly. Ogden’s solution was to boil the 
English language down to 850 simple words, Ogden argued that 
if everyone in the world learned to operate his 850 words, every- 
one would have a clear, common means of communication. This 
would soon lead to international amity. 

It has not worked out this way. A number of people have 
learned Basic English, but cynics say that the only foreigners 
who have taken it up seriously are those who wish to express 
their dislike of Britain and America as brusquely as possible. 
Similarly, Ogden’s lifelong struggle to make every “meaning” 
as clear as possible has only meant that a number of excited 
disciples have written whole volumes of indescribable dullness 
on the subject of clarity. 

The second of Ogden’s masterworks was a complete success. 
It was at his suggestion that the embalmed body of the great 
19th Century English philosopher, Jeremy Bentham, which sits 
fully dressed in a common room of London’s University College, 
had its underwear changed for the first time since Bentham was 
mummified in 1832. Later we can go into the question of why 
Bentham became a mummy at all. At the moment, what inter- 
ests us is: why should Ogden have been worried about the 
mummy's underwear? The answer—of crucial importance to the 
understanding of English eccentricity—is that Ogden and Ben- 
tham were bound by ties far stronger than the mere clip-knots 
and buttons of underclothing. In the field of ideas Ogden was 
Bentham’s heir, and the changing by the one of the most inti- 
mate garments of the other was not really an act of eccentricity 
at all. It was the sort of thing any son might do for a respected 
father who was not disposed to do it for himself. Only by study- 
ing Bentham can we hope to understand Ogden—and once we 
understand Ogden, there will be few aspects of English eccen- 
tricity that cannot be grasped. 

Bentham was the founder of Utilitarianism, a philosophy 
based on the belief that thinking should be useful and that ‘the 
foundations of all virtue are laid in utility.” In a famous phrase 
he declared, “‘It is the greatest good to the greatest number which 
is the measure of right and wrong.” This made very good sense 
to Englishmen, and it was only when Bentham began to tell 
them what things would bring the greatest good and therefore 
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happiness to the greatest number that they began to suspect him 
of eccentricity and to study his personal behavior closely. 

They noted that “his apparel hung loosely about him, and 
consisted chiefly of a grey coat, light breeches and white woollen 
stockings hanging loosely about his legs; whilst his venerable 
locks, which floated over the collar and down his back were sur- 
mounted by a straw hat of most grotesque and indescribable 
shape.” Bentham moved ‘‘at a pace somewhat faster than a 
walk, but not so quick as a trot.” Like Ogden he was fond of 
music and, to be sure of getting it, kept a piano in each room of 
his house. He was only 21 when he asked to be dissected, when 
death should eventually claim him, in the presence of a few close 
friends. This wish was obeyed and what remained (or could be 
usefully reassembled) of the great philanthropist is what Ogden 
fought to have so basically redressed. 

Those who were present at Bentham’s dissection have left on 
record their vivid impressions of the memorable scene. ‘‘Clothed 
ina nightdress,” the philosopher is said to have displayed, for as 
long as possible, ‘‘an expression of placid dignity and benevo- 
lence.” While this was being whittled away (Bentham’s present 
head is made of wax), a thunderstorm broke out, causing peals 
of thunder to accompany the obsequies, while brilliant streaks 
of lightning played down into the room as if to light the dead 
man’s way to the mahogany case in which he sits today. 


A good use for corpses 


T should not be thought for a moment that Bentham’s dis- 

section wi personal whim. On the contrary, he ordered 
it “with the desire that mankind may reap some small benefit 
... by my decease.” Mere burial to Bentham was a silly, 
wasteful act which brought the least possible happiness to the 
least possible number. A good corpse, he argued, could be put 
to sundry uses. For example, embalmed, fully dressed, its vis- 
age painted with copal varnish to keep out the wet, it could be 
stood near the house as an object of veneration, Why, asked 
Bentham, plant rows of trees along the driveways of stately 
homes when rows of varnished forebears might line the way, 
each with white and woolly stockings falling about its ankles, 
each topped by its grotesque straw? What could be more sensi- 
ble, more useful—in a word, more basically English? 

From Bentham’s unorthodox life and death we can see that 
all English eccentricity is an offshoot of English philosophy. 
Furthermore all English philosophy, from Sir Francis Bacon to 
Ogden, has been governed by two questions: is this idea a useful 
one? Will it advance the happiness of humanity? Britain is 
most the only country in the world where philosophers think 
along these lin nd that is why eccentricity there can go about 
its business feeling that the whole nation is behind it to the last 
man. It is also why continental Europeans go mad and are shut 
up, while Englishmen are deemed merely eccentric and go their 
way unhampered from the cradle to the mummy. 

And yet, old as this tradition is, we have few records of ancient 
British eccentrics. This is because the Romans, being Europeans, 
dismissed as “‘barbarous” what Britons saw as sensible and use- 
ful: the covering of the body with a bluish paint (Ogden’s off 
blue suit may be traced to this); the building of a temple, at 
Stonehenge, 91 miles from London, with monoliths obtained 
from the extremity of Wales; and, finally, the using of this tem- 
ple, in England of all places, for observation and worship of 
the sun. Moreover, religion itself has played havoc with some of 
our best stories of Dark Age eccentricity, perverting what were 
clearly strong, practical, utilitarian acts into mere Christian foi- 
bles. We may be sure, for instance, that when King Canute in 
the 11th Century asked to have his throne pushed into the Eng- 
lish Channel, he must have had a practical reason for doing so, 
just as the great 18th Century judge, Lord Gardenstone, hun- 
‘dreds of years later, had a practical reason for sleeping with a 
pig. “‘It is just a bit sow, poor beast,” he used to explain, ‘‘and I 
laid my breeches on it to keep it warm all night.” 

One sure test of eccentricity is whether it sits comfortably on 
its owner and causes surprise only among others. A true eccen- 
tric always presses on, ignoring his own surprising effects but 
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ODD NATURALIST Charles Waterton (1782-1865) com- 
bined career as taxidermist with avocation as eccentric, stuffed 
monkey in effigy of customs official who inconvenienced him. 
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often angry that his effects should seem surprising at all. Conse- 
quently, a clash between two eccentrics is not so terrible a mat- 
ter as might be supposed. Thus we doubt that in the early 19th 
Century there would have been any clash if Mr. Robert Pigott, 
an 18th Century reformer, who ‘‘fulminated against hats,” ar- 
guing that they were invented by “priests and despots” in order 
to make the human face look *‘gloomy and monotonous,” had 
ever met the Reverend Mr. Jones, curate of Blewberry, who 
practiced precisely what Pigott preached against. The despotic 
Jones wore one hat gloomily and monotonously for 35 years, 
thinking it the sensible thing to do. He repaired any damage that 
the hat incurred by lifting spare parts off scarecrows 

Many English eccentrics share Jones's hatred of unnecessary 
elegance. The late 18th Century writer and Free-Thinker, John 
Fransham, condemned daily bedmaking as ‘‘the height of ef- 
feminacy” and hoped to see the day when once a week would 
become the national norm. This interesting utilitarian fooled 
many people into thinking that he was childish and neurotic, 
not just eccentric. They could accept as an infallible sign of 
eccentricity his having once burned his oboe in order to boil his 
teakettle, But they dismissed as unforgivably silly his playing 
with a toy named a “bilbo-catch,” persevering ‘‘until he had 
caught the ball on the spike exactly 666,666 times.”* The truth is 
that Fransham’s act was even more useful, and thus more ec- 
centric, than the burning of the oboe. Six hundred and sixty-six 
is “the perfect number” of numerology. By duplicating it Fran- 
sham was getting as close as thought could bring him to the 
grand ideal of the greatest happiness of the greatest number. 

This episode teaches us how difficult, but how important, it 
is to distinguish between an eccentric’s eccentricities and his 
mere jokes, worries and daily work. Let us therefore study an 
English eccentric of real stature and note when he was trying his 
hardest to be useful and when he was merely relaxing. Let us 
look at the eminent 19th Century naturalist, Squire Charles 
Waterton, the greatest and best-beloved eccentric of them all. 

Waterton liked to crouch on all fours behind the hangings of 
his entrance hall, and when his guests came in to hang up their 
coats he would make a noise like a snarling dog and sink his 
teeth deep into their ankles. In South America he rode an alli- 
gator bareback, keeping it under control by twisting its forelegs. 
But such acts were mere jests. They served no useful purpose 
and brought little happiness to any number. Waterton’s real

eccentricities went far deeper. An ardent Roman Catholic, he 
spent much of his life trying to exterminate black rats from 
England, arguing that they were foreighers who had been smug- 
gled into England by Hanoverian Protestants. 

Waterton was one of the greatest British taxidermists, and 
when one of his cargoes of South American birds was held up by 
British customs he retaliated nobly. Disemboweling and pre- 
serving a howler monkey, he dressed it in fashionable clothes, 
gave its face a resemblance to the chief of customs and set it up 
in the hall of a London club as an example to others (the link 
with Bentham is obvious). Waterton once established a bird 
sanctuary for carrion crows, buzzards and magpies, arguing 
quite rightly that these creatures were discriminated against. 

He would stop at nothing in his pursuit of useful information, 
and his Wanderings in South America contains a noble account of 
how he let his bare toes dangle night after night from his jungle 
hammock in the hope that vampire bats would suck his blood. 
The refusal of the bats to do so may be explained by the revul- 
sion they must have felt on seeing Waterton’s feet, for the natu- 
ralist thought that shoes should only be worn indoors and invar- 
iably walked the jungle barefooted, cutting stones, insects and 
bad bits of flesh from his feet with a clasp knife. Waterton 
claimed that no man could climb trees properly in boots, and he 
seems to have taken for granted, as eccentrics are prone to do, 
that other people shared his passion for shinning up trees and 
hopping up and down on the tops of high walls on one foot. 

Only once in the long history of this primal eccentric do we 
find a trace of compromise creeping in. That occurred during a 
trip to the U.S. when he sprained his ankle. Remembering how 
speedily he had cured a previous sprain by putting his ankle 
under a pump, he decided to cure this sprain more speedily yet 
by putting it into Niagara Falls, “As I held my leg under the 
fall,” he wrote, “I tried to meditate on the immense difference 
there was betwixt a house pump and this tremendous cascade of 
nature ... but the magnitude of the subject was too over- 
whelming and I was obliged to drop it.” 


Seratching his head with his toes 


(pat perplexes many eccentrics is the refusal of others to 
‘F\ recognize the utility and good sense of eccentric actions, 
Waterton never persuaded even his closest friends to go without 
shoes, even though he used to demonstrate, during dinner, the 
ease with which he could scratch the back of his head with his 
naked right toes. None of them adopted his habit of sleeping on 
the floor with head resting on a chunk of wood like an execu- 
tioner’s block. But his friends loved him and he loved them. ‘‘He 
would . . . come out to welcome me,” wrote one, “‘in slippers 
. . .and prove his pleasure by actually dancing down the whole 
length of the broad flagged walk, occasionally throwing one of 
his loose slippers from his foot high up in the air... and ex- 


pertly catching it in his hand in its descent. The wetness of the - 


flagstones ... never constituted any impediment with ... Mr. 
Waterton, even when he was approaching his 80th year.” 
When Britons look back on such giant predecessors as Water- 
ton and compare them with the men of today, they sigh for a 
type that seems to have disappeared. But close observation 
shows no diminution whatever in eccentric English behavior 
today. The author of this article, for instance, was only the 
other day complaining to an old friend of the weakness of mod- 
ern pockets. The friend, who had never before shown any sign 
of eccentricity save that of being caught up a tree during the 
army’s retreat to Dunkirk, studying a Lesser Spotted Wood- 
pecker, answered at once: “Yes. The modern pocket is a na- 
tional disgrace. That is why my pockets are always made out of 
old money bags from the Midland Bank.” One can instantly 
recognize eccentricity’s true note. Here, as of old, the Utilitarian 
chord is struck immediately. Back goes the mind at once over 
the long centuries—to sporting Jemmy Hirst, a retired tanner of 
the 19th Century, who, astride a bull, went shooting with pigs 
because they were hardier than pointers; to Orator John Henley, 
an 18th Century preacher who was the first to see that the best 
way to make shoes was to buy boots and cut the tops off them;

to Benjamin Stillingfleet, the noted 18th Century naturalist, who 
fostered modesty by always writing of himself with a small ‘‘i.” 

Nonetheless there has been a change—not in English par- 
tiality to eccentric behavior but in the manner in which it is 
conducted. In recent years every English eccentric has had to 
face the hard fact that heavy taxation is proving too much for 
his pocket, even when the pocket is an old money bag. Today's 
eccentric is in the same position as the family grocer, the small 
farmer and the small businessman. He must incorporate or die. 

Luckily, most English eccentrics have not hesitated to make 
this decisive move. Where formerly they fought alone, each for 
his whim, they now band together in competitive groups, each 
group striving in its own way for the greatest happiness of the 
greatest number. Eccentric clubs and groups are now flourishing 
in England as never before. 

There are groups which mix herbs in cows’ horns and empty 
them into compost heaps at a certain phase of the moon, and 
there are groups which diagnose illnesses by swinging plumb 
lines over charts marked with the parts of the body. The trouble 
with all such organizations is, of course, their inability to agree 
on what is useful. They are convinced that other groups are 
simply hotheaded. For instance, the very idea that atomic energy 
contains only “‘evil forces,” as some groups maintain, is anath- 
ema to The Atomic Energy Association of Great Britain, whose 
patron, Mrs. Ronald Copeland, insists that atomic energy ripens 
crops.

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KHRUSHCHEV: MAN 


BEHIND THE MASKS 


Russian expert reveals a dictator 
with four faces: babbler and killer, 


shrewd plotter, visionary gambler 
by EDWARD CRANKSHAW 


HE throne of Russia is neither hereditary nor elective; it is occu- 

pative.” The secret tides of violence and intrigue, which washed 
the steps of the throne of the Russian czars and sometimes submerged 
it, are perfectly summed up in that cool observation by a Neapolitan 
traveler writing in the days of the Romanovs. And this is one thing that 
has not been changed by the revolution. Lenin simply occupied the vi 
cant throne after he and his Bolsheviks had killed the democratic idea 
in Russia by making it impossible for anybody else to rule. Stalin had 
to plot and intrigue to establish his succession, and afterward he had 
to murder on a formidable scale. 

And now Khrushchev, the coal miner’s son from Kalinovka, shows 
every sign of following in Stalin’s footsteps. He has broken the auton- 
‘omy of the secret police. He has subdued and scattered the new class of 
bureaucratic ministers and managers. He has railroaded his chief r 
Malenkov, and the Stalinist veterans who rallied to Malenkov’s support. 
Now, with the disgrace of Marshal Zhukov, he appears to have shat- 
tered, at least for the time being, the pretensions of the army as a 
political force. He radiates an air of absolute authority, harsh or be- 
nign according to his mood or the tactical needs of the moment. He 
has brought Russia into the Middle East, an achievement worthy of 
the most ambitious czars. He has become airborne with the Sputniks. 
If one took a Gallup poll in the West, 99% of the public opinion 
(apart from the blessed “don’t knows” and the still more blessed who 
have never heard of the man) would declare their belief that Niki 
Khrushchev has stepped straight into Stalin’s shoes and will continue 
to wear them. 

How true is this? What sort of a man is it whose name dominates 
today’s headlines? What sort of a country is it that he is trying to rule? 


The comic band of brothers 


ET us try to look at the man as he really is. It was hard to take him 
seriously as a successor to Stalin or even as an iron man when, in 
the early days of the collective leadership, he and his colleagues went 
the rounds of the Moscow embassy parties like a comic band of broth- 
ers. And the tendency to underestimate him was strengthened by h 
first personal impact on the outside world, the occasion of the cele- 
brated pilgrimage to Belgrade in 1955. Bibulous, garrulous, tactless, 
clumsy, incoherent, indiscreet, Khrushchev made mistake after mi 
take. In no time at all journalists were writing him down as a me- 
diocrity without a future, and diplomats found themselves sighing for 
the icy dignity of Molotov. There was a good deal of excuse for this. 
It was something of a shock to find the Communist boss of Russia 
behaving like a clown. 

But what few people seemed to notice was that Khrushchev never 
made the same mistake twice. Those little eyes were attentive. They 
missed nothing. If you watched, you could see him registering the fact 
that he had said or done the wrong thing, not knowing what it was but 
coldly determined not to do it again. Of course, he drank too much, 
but few people seemed to notice that his drunkenness was also a diplo- 
matic weapon, a convenient cover when he wished to say something 
rude or calculatedly indiscreet. He talked too much, too. Journalists 
sadly. diplomats approvingly, expect great public figures to measure 
their words and be very lucid about very little. A well-guarded tongue is 
a good disguise for the fact that one has nothing to say. Khrushchev has 
always had much to say about many things. By babbling incessantly he 
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THE EXPRESSIVE FACE of Khrushchev undergoes many changes in 
a few moments as he talks to officials and to Lire’s Photographer John 
Bryson during embassy party in Moscow two weeks ago. Khrushchev ? 
used occasion both to praise and to damn his recent victim, Zhukov. 
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has been able to put a great deal more across, as well as to conceal a 
great deal more, than professional diplomats and conventional states- 
men whose least word is significant, whose silences speak volumes. 

I myself had been watching Khrushchev’s career for many years 
before that Belgrade appearance, and I knew that the figure he cut 
there could not represent the whole man. Besides, at that very time 
I had an invaluable opportunity to see him at close range when he 
was not, so to speak, on the stage. It was in the director's room at a 
Yugoslav factory, where I had no business to be. Khrushchev, Bul- 
ganin and Mikoyan had been shown round the factory and were now 
giving audience to some of the engineers. It was a small and private 
gathering. Here was Khrushchev the natural boss, the master tycoon, 
laying down the law with no eye to publicity. He was alive to every- 
thing about him. He drew out the Yugoslavs and patronized them, 
praising in detail and criticizing in detail, yet preserving as though he 
had been born to it a perfect distance, the distance between the mas- 
ter and the apprentice, the general and the subaltern, Here he econo- 
mized his words, and here, for the first time, his natural power was 
made visible. ‘*You can make what you like of the man when he is in 
motion,” I wrote some time after this. “*But when he is completely re- 
laxed you are aware of enormous authority and power. He withdraws 
himseif naturally and absolutely, creating by some magic a physical 
gulf between himself and those around him. Sir Winston Churchill 
and Mr. Ernest Bevin, among English statesmen, had this trick.” 


A misleading impression 


N a word, the impression left on the world by the Belgrade visit 

was misleading. And | have no doubt at all that it was, at least 
in part, deliberately misleading. It served to disassociate Khrushchev 
very completely from the dark aura of plotting, from the atmosphere 
of secret, conspiratorial calculation which then colored our image of 
the Kremlin. 

And, indeed, Khrushchev has since proved himself a past master 
in obliterating impressions. Who would have thought when hear- 
ing him talk boastfully at the Lenin sports stadium on Nov. 6 of this 
year that only a few days earlier he had been embroiled in a vicious 
struggle with Marshal Zhukov and a powerful section of the Soviet 
army? Who would have thought that the genial, plain-speaking soul 
on the TV screens of America last June had not long before put down 
the Hungarian revolution in blood and torture and was about to 
smash to nothing a powerful group of his closest colleagues? Who 
would have thought that the man who denounced the spectacular 
crimes of Stalin had himself been a major instrument in the execution 
of those crimes? Who, if it comes to that, would think, to hear him 
talk today, that less than two years ago Khrushchev was dragging 
Stalin’s name through the mud? 

T have said that in the Yugoslav factory he laid down the law as 
though born to it. He was not born to it. He was born, in 1894, in 
the poverty-stricken village of Kalinovka, near Kursk, the son of a 
coal miner. He had no schooling. He was a shepherd boy, then a 
locksmith, rough and uncouth in his manners. When the revolution 
came he was 23, but he did not throw himself into it at once. It was 
not until 1918 that he joined the Bolsheviks and fought in the civil war. 
Afterward he took up coal mining and went to night school. 

Evidently something had happened to him in those early months 
of the revolution. He had discovered talent in himself, and he knew 
where he wanted to go. Very soon he moved straight into full-time 
party work in the provinces. This meant that he had already seen 
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that the future lay in the apparatus of the Communist party, then 
being built up by Stalin into the seat of all power. 

Khrushchev never looked back. In 1929 he was called to Moscow 
to study at the Industrial Academy, where he proceeded with his 
party work. Then he moved into the Moscow party apparatus and 
stayed there, rising swiftly to power. By 1934 he had become a mem- 
ber of the Central Committee of the party. In 1935 he succeeded 
Kaganovich in the key post of Moscow party boss. He must have 
owed a great deal to Kaganovich, who ruled Moscow in those days; 
and also to Malenkoy, his junior in years but not in experience, who 
was moving up very rapidly by sticking close to Stalin's side and 
gaining control, step by step, over the personnel side of the apparatus, 

For Khrushchev it was a spectacular rise. The times were danger- 
ous, Stalin was preparing for the final great purges which were to 
liquidate all opposition to his rule, actual and potential. To rise as 
Khrushchev did in such a short time and to rise from nothing, he 
must have shown not only extreme ability as an organizer and a 
driver but also as an intriguer. Above all, he must have demonstrated 
beyond all shadow of doubt his absolute loyalty to Stalin. 

Thus we already see another Khrushchev behind the babbling, 
bragging, blunt and forthright figure we know today. We see a 
manipulator and a schemer, formidable enough to succeed in a milieu 
where intrigue counted for everything and where failure meant ban- 
ishment or death. We see a man eager for jobs which allowed no 
scope for glamor, a man calculating with the frigid passion of a born 
chess-player the crooked path which would carry him, more or less 
anonymously, to the very center of power. We see, in a word, the 
same sort of ambition and the same methods of realizing it that we 
see in Malenkov, who was so dissimilar in other ways, 


Blunderer or beaver? 


T is well to remember this similarity of purpose when comparing 

the two men. Khrushchev may seem now to be an impulsive chat 
terbox, blundering and indiscreet. But from the early ‘20s until 1938 
he controlled his tongue, dissimulated his impulses, worked quietly 
like a beaver in the hardest school in the world. And during the shat- 
tering years of the great purges, when his colleagues were being liq- 
uidated right and left, he was party boss of Moscow and did not fall. 
On the contrary, in 1938 he was taken into the Politburo as a candi- 
date member and sent to run the Ukraine. 

This means that already his qualities asa leader and a man of action 
had made themselves evident. W! Malenkov stuck close to the 
center, pulled wires behind the scenes and made himself the master of 
internal party politics, Khrushchev was sent off to what was, from 
Stalin’s point of view, the most dangerous area of the Soviet Union. 
Already the Ukraine had been purged and repurged, but still Stalin 
was not satisfied. It was a danger spot because it was vulnerable 
to threats from Germany and because Ukrainian nationalism had 
never been finally cowed. 

As first secretary of the Ukrainian Central Committee, Khrushchev 
went off to Kiev, and in no time at all the existing Central Commit- 
tee, consisting already of proved Stalinists, was replaced. It has been 
estimated that Khrushchev removed some 3,000 party officials—and 
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WITH TWO VICTIMS of his policies, Marshal Zhukov (left) whom he 
demoted last month, and Malenkov whom he deposed last June, Khru- 
shchev puts on animated act at official party for foreign diplomats in 1955, 
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removal in those days meant slave labor or worse. Twenty years later 
Khrushchev was to charge Stalin with the liquidation of these men. 

This is not a detailed biography of Khrushchev. We are trying 
to discover what sort of man he is. We can now see three faces: 
the ebullient Khrushchev of the press interviews, the public recep- 
tions, the TV screen; the ambitious Khrushchey working his way 
quietly and unerringly toward the top of the arid party apparatus; 
the ruthless Khrushchev who killed on Stalin's orders and trampled 
dead men in his own ascent. There is still a fourth face: Khrushchey 
the visionary and the gambler. This aspect of his character is no less 
real than the others, though it is often hard to decide where the 
visionary ends and the megalomaniac begins. 

From 1955 onward, with Malenkov out of the way, the rule of 
Khrushchev has been marked by one great adventure after another, 
each carrying great risks, each imaginative in conception, each de- 
signed to improve Russia's position both domestically and interna- 
tionally by radical steps. These adventures make a definite pattern, 

It was as though Khrushchev was determined in all spheres to start 
from scratch, or to appear to start from scratch, thus winning for 
himself the credit for all future advances. Thus, in 1953, while Malen- 
kov was prime minister, Khrushchev, then in charge of agriculture, 
made a supremely important speech laying bare the catastrophic 
state of Soviet farming, giving the lie to all previous claims (in- 
cluding his own) and confirming up to the hilt the findings of Western 
observers. He was quiet about industry, which was then not at all his 
province. But one of the earliest tasks of Bulganin when he became 
prime minister was to make a similar speech about the shortcomings 
of Soviet industry which, though it had taken tremendous strides and 
achieved miracles, was still very patchy indeed (as it is to this day, the 
Sputniks notwithstanding). A year later, at the 20th Party Congress in 
February 1956, Khrushchev made the same sort of attack on Stalinist 
policy in general, both at home and abroad. He was, in effect, giving 
himself a clean slate. On that slate he had already started to write in 
the boldest hand and with the most dashing flourishes. 

At home in his own field, he launched the virgin lands campaign, 
designed to open up vast uncultivated areas in the Soviet middle 
east. Soon after this vast pioneering effort came his attempt to ration- 
alize the old collectives by sacking tens of thousands of village man- 
agers and replacing them with party organizers and administrators 
from the towns. Almost simultaneously he launched his celebrated 
campaign for growing corn on a gigantic scale and often in unsuita- 
ble climatic conditions, a scheme which made him for a time a laugh- 
ingstock and which resulted, as it had to, in partial failure. But now he 
could take failure in his stride. 

Next came the turn of Khrushchev the builder and the architect, 
less publicized in the West. Here the panacea was reinforced concrete, 
and Khrushchev set about making the Russians concrete-minded,

at the same time giving them lessons in functional building. This 
not a matter of architectural taste but of economical construc- 
tion, a reaction against the extravagant monstrosities of the Stalinist 
era, Then came the Belgrade pilgrimage and the summit conference 
at Geneva, which was designed to show the world that a new man was 
in charge and new policies were being forged. 

At Geneva, Khrushchev seems to have satisfied himself that the 
Americans would not start dropping hydrogen bombs on Moscow 
except in the last extremity of self-defense, which meant that he 
could start taking minor risks in the international field. He began to 
move straight into the Middle East, via Colonel Na: E 
Then came the dramatic and stupendous debunking of Stalin, which 
gave Khrushchev total freedom of maneuver, untrammeled by the 
past, Early this year came the great industrial reconstruction, the so- 

‘alled decentralization of industry which, at the cost of a period of in- 
dustrial chaos, broke the power and the vested interests of the new 
managerial class. And, finally, came the Sputniks. 

It seems to me incontestable that the hand behind the Sputniks is 
the hand behind the virgin lands campaign, the penetration of the 
Middle East, the triumphant Indian tour. | do not mean that Khru- 
shchev was behind the whole of Soviet rocket development. He was 
not. The intercontinental missile had been a major preoccupation of 
Stalin himself since 1945, and it was Stalin who made the Sputniks 
possible, But | have no doubt at all that it was Khrushchev who de- 
cided to divert a great deal of treasure and energy from the strictly 
military application of rocketry into making and projecting earth 
satellites which would astonish and frighten the world and foster the 
morale and chauvinistic pride of the Russian people themselves. 
And, looking back on Khrushchev's career since he first emerged in 
Moscow in 1950, I have no doubt at all that the dynamism of the 
Middle Eastern venture was provided by him. 


Success of a Sputnik 


PUTNIK means fellow traveler. Khrushchev is a fellow traveler 

with the Zeitgeist in Russia, which is to say that he is perfectly at- 
tuned to the nation’s prevailing mood. This is his strength. The other 
day a friend of mine who knows Russia was speculating on the secret 
of Khrushchev’s success. He put it down to the fact that Khrushchev 
had spent the greater part of his life as a Communist chieftain in the 
Ukraine, well away from the center. My friend suggested that this 
remoteness from Stalin had prevented Khrushchev’s mind and his in- 
itiative from being corrupted and sapped by the insistent daily de- 
mands and humiliations inflicted by Stalin on the men close to him 
—notably Malenkov and Molotov—and that this, together with his 
experience as the absolute boss of a great and recalcitrant republic, 
had given Khrushchev an inestimable advantage when the testing time 
came, | think there is something in this. Indeed, it is interesting to 
compare the comparative vitality and boldness of Khrushchev, lord 
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of Kiev, with the vitality and boldness of the late Andrei Zhdanov, 
who as lord of Leningrad enjoyed much the same freedom. 

But there the similarity ends. Zhdanov used his independence of 
mind to assert his own authority in the interests of repression of 
a purely Stalinist kind. Khrushchev at some time realized that the 
man to rule post-Stalin Russia was the man who could keep moving. 
He was not alone in realizing that something had to be done and done 
quickly to put the Russians into better heart, to develop and exploit 
their latent gifts, so long blighted by the paranoic rigidities of the 
great dictator. 

Somehow the ice had to be broken inside Russia, and somehow 
the fierce and costly deadlock with the outside world had to be eased, 
if only temporarily, to give the new leadership time to turn around, 
settle down and fight out its own private quarrels, 

But it was one thing to see the necessity for this, another to act on 
it effectively. It was also one thing to act, and another to foresee and 
control the consequences of such action, Khrushchev alone seems 
to have combined the requisite imagination, boldness and experimen- 
talism. He used these qualities, together with the qualities long ago 
developed in the secret corridors of the party apparatus, first to urge 
his colleagues on, then to break them. 

We are trying to find out what kind of a man Nikita Khrushchev is, 
not to reconstruct the details of the elaborate and deadly struggle for 
mastery which began in the Kremlin even before Stalin was dead. To 
understand the sort of man Khrushchev is it is not necessary to know 
precisely how he combined with others to take the first secretaryship 
of the party from Malenkoy, to kill Beria, to substitute Bulganin for 
Malenkov as premier, to win the support of Zhukov in the final 
showdown with Malenkov and the Stalinists, and then to turn on 
Zhukov. These things belong to the dreary but lurid annals of the 
palace history of Russia. We know in general how they are done. 

What counts in our appreciation of Russian realities today and of 
Khrushchev’s character in particular is not the details of a given in- 
trigue but the state of mind behind it and the fact that, after so many 
centuries, the methods of Ivan the Terrible still come easiest to hand. 
In deference to the spirit of the age, Khrushchev is stopping short of 
killing. But he has not hesitated to kill in the past and he may be 
driven to do so again. 

What next? What are we to expect of this man of many faces? At 
first sight he would appear to be a truly formidable figure—and in- 
deed he is. But he is not an unerring figure. He has made critical 
blunders in the past, and he may make critical blunders yet, any one 
of which might prove fatal. The essential difference between Khru- 
shchev and Stalin is twofold. First, Stalin was able to take control of 
a chaotic, largely illiterate society and mold it in his own image. And 
second, Stalin had only one way to move: forward, in the direction 
of forced industrialization and the building up of Soviet might. He 
moved ahead regardless of the cost, using the crude methods com- 
mon to the early stages of all industrial revolutions. 

Khrushchev, on the other hand, has inherited a highly articulated 
and self-conscious society, rich in men of proved ability and force 
and with a network of established vested interests. Khrushchev can- 
not conceivably mold Russia as Stalin molded Russia. Furthermore, 
Khrushchev stands at a crossroads: he has to decide which direction 
to take. This makes for confusion and uncertainty. 


The arguments against Stalinism 


USSIA is in a ferment. The giant is turning in its sleep. The auto- 
matic response of the Stalin-minded is to multiply the fetters. 
But even if it were possible to turn back the clock and re-impose total 
police rule, this would not be wise for Khrushchev. At this juncture 
of world history Russia simply cannot afford to submit herself once 
more to the stultifying straitjacket and the deliberate crushing of ini- 
tiative. And even if this course were to be decided upon, it would 
mean once more concentrating too much power in the head police- 
man and his personal entourage, a development which Khrushchev 
could not tolerate. Submissive to absolute authority as they are by 
nature, and cynical as they are about the whole business of govern- 
ment, there are now too many Russians whose skills are indispensable 
to the sort of power that Russia is becoming. They form centers of 
passive resistance, perhaps active resistance when their prerogatives 
are in question, all over the vast land. Without their active collabora- 
tion Russia cannot possibly keep up the pace she has set herself, and 
Khrushchev knows it. 

Thus the road to total repression is closed to him. He has to make 
an accommodation. He has to loosen the controls while keeping 
them in being. He has to fire the imagination of the young while 
not allowing it to get out of hand. He has to pamper his indispen- 
sable managers and technicians while preventing them from building 
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themselves up into pressure groups capable of distorting the govern- 
ment line out of all recognition. 

This is a tight-rope act. It is the act in which Khrushchev has so far 
excelled, but he is still not the master of it. So far he has succeeded 
because he has been able to rest his authority on the force of a revital- 
ized party machine, itself deriving its authority from the myth of 
Lenin, cultivated now as never before. Even while Stalin was alive, 
Khrushchev was already making a bid for leadership of a revitalized 
and more active party. Such a party reorganization was the only thing 
that could withstand the pressures mounting from two sides—from 
the oppressed masses, no longer illiterate and dumb, and from the 
bureaucrats and managers with their vested interests, and the army, 
bitterly resentful of Stalin’s slighting of its achievements. 

But this way, too, has its dangers. The day may come when every 
party official in the land is a creature of Khrushchev’s. Then he can do 
what he likes. He will have in his hands a centralized apparatus of 
government which can move with the times. But that day is not yet. 
Khrushchev is not a Stalin, and he still depends on the support of men 
at the center who watch him jealously at the same time that they 
publicly defer to him because he, more than any other individual, 
has all the visible attributes of a leader. 


The Zhukov ouster 


‘ARLY in this article I questioned whether, so many appear- 
ances notwithstanding, Khrushchev was really as individually 
powerful as he looked. This was a legitimate question. The struggle 
with Malenkov was a close affair, and in it Khrushchev needed all 
the support he could muster, especially from the army. And I am con- 
vinced that the Zhukov ouster last month was not so straightforward 
as it looked. There are many small signs, too elaborate and devious to 
go into here, that Khrushchev tried to save Zhukov and did, in fact, 
save him from total degradation. There are many signs that the men 
behind the attack on Zhukov were the fanatical party functionaries, 
headed by that obscure and gangling gray eminence, Mikhail Suslov, 
a Stalinist propaganda specialist. If this is so, it means that the Stalin- 
ists still have a shot in their locker and were strong enough to resist 
the too-close association of the two men they had the most cause to 
suspect—the politician who is using the party for his own ends and 
the head of the army. The Stalinists, it seems likely, doubted Khru- 
shchev’s good faith as a disciple of Lenin—as I myself doubt it. 

1 do not make that remark lightly. Of course Khrushchev is a Le- 
ninist of sorts. Of course he thinks broadly in terms of Marxist cate- 
gories. He knows no other. But this is very far from saying that he is 
possessed by a revolutionary ideology. There is nothing in his career 
to suggest the fanatic. There is everything to suggest the practical man 
possessed by limitless ambition and guided by inspired opportunism. 

Looking back, one can see that the pattern of Khrushchev’s success 
was being laid in the last years of Stalin’s life. His great rival then, as 
later, was Malenkov, and for a long time Malenkov, while keeping 
in his hands the management of the party machine in Stalin's name, 
had been relying increasingly for support on the great phalanx of 
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managers and technocrats and bureaucrats called into being by Sta- 
lin’s industrial revolution, the group characterized by the Yugoslav 
apostate Milovan Djilas as Communism’s ‘New Class.” These men 
belonged to the party for careerist reasons, but they took no more 
stock in world revolution than the average Western tycoon, attending 
church only at Christmas and Easter, takes stock in the Sermon on 
the Mount. Malenkoy depended on these men, believing—correctly, 
I still think—that the future was theirs. 

Khrushchev, who for some time had been bossing Soviet agricul- 
ture, made a major speech at the 19th Party Congress, five months be- 
fore Stalin died, which was in effect a bid for party leadership and a 
blow at Malenkov for allowing the party to become corrupted by the 
bureaucrats. It was a revivalist speech. In effect, he said that the party 
had lost its integrity and that there was one law for the rich and 
another for the poor. Alll that had to be changed, and the party had to 
return to its pristine nobility. 

At the time it was impossible to guess what all this was about. 
But when, after Stalin's death, Khrushchev emerged more and more 
strongly as a Leninist evangelist it began to be clear. He was doing 
three things: he was appealing over the heads of the entrenched bu- 
reaucrats to the thwarted idealism of Russian youth; he was resting 
his own claim to leadership on an authority outside himself (the 
misty figure of Lenin, regarded by almost all Russians as the quasi- 
divine symbol of a lost golden age): and he was staking everything on 
building up a party apparatus composed of men personally loyal to 
him, which would pervade the whole land and rule it in the name of 
Lenin and his vicar on earth, Nikita Khrushchev. 

This was one main strand in the pattern. 

The other was Khrushchev’s practical sense. We have already 
looked at his passion for vast schemes of construction and reorgani- 
zation. But there is a side to this largely unknown in the West, be- 
cause it is not publicized. This man who is always talking Commu- 
nism for publication talks it far less to purely domestic audiences. 
At home he shows an almost total obsession with finding the best 
way of getting things done. 


The practical leader 


'O read Khrushchev’s speeches to the builders, the brickmakers, 

the peasants, the textile workers and all the rest is an education. 
No doubt he talks to the atomic scientists in the same way. These 
speeches are not concerned with building Communism. They are con- 
cerned, and with minute attention to the most trivial detail, with how 
best to make things work—for the ultimate glory of Russia. He talks 
to the peasants in the language they understand. He tosses off prov- 
erbs. He invents funny stories. A declared atheist, he nevertheless in- 
vokes the name of God in every other breath as the passionate words 
come tumbling out to jerk the clumsy, slovenly Russian into some 
sort of efficiency. The Communist party is, as it were, for Sundays. 
What he preaches on weekdays is the need for common sense. 

Seeing all this, I believe that although Khrushchev in the struggle 
for power has subordinated the managers to his party chieftains, big 
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and little, these chieftains are chosen not for their ideology but for 
their practical efficiency in the world of construction and production. 
This could create friction between him and the genuine Leninists and 
Stalinists. It could also mean, paradoxically, that in a devious way 
Khrushchev is working toward Malenkoy’s solution and that the 
weakening of the Soviet ministries this spring was designed not to 
break the hearts of the managers and bureaucrats but merely to take 
this group away from Malenkoy. 

At least there is room for an open mind. Khrushchev’s success so 
far has been due to his extraordinary combination of sly subtlety 
(fight religion tooth and nail, he told his subordinates a few years 
ago, but be subtle about it and don't give offense to Soviet Chris- 
tians), dynamism, experimentalism and boldness. It is due also to his 
ability always to keep moving just ahead of the next man and to pro- 
duce rabbits out of the hat so fast that a new one is kicking before 
anyone sees that the last one is dead. So long as he is not absolute 
master we may expect him to continue with gamble after gamble both 
at home and abroad—and the free nations of the West, of course, 
are at the receiving end of some of those gambles, But what if he 
does come out, unchallenged, on top? There will be time to consider 
that when it happens. 

All we know for certain of Nikita Khrushchev is that he combines 
brilliant opportunism with radical boldness of approach and, as far 
as can be observed, a total absence of principle. He wants a Russia 
more powerful and prosperous than ever before, and he wants to run 
it. But he must realize that he is dealing with a society that can no 
longer be molded to a preconceived pattern, that is becoming dy- 
namic itself. And just as Khrushchev has beaten his rivals by keeping 
one jump ahead of them, so, I believe, if he gets the chance, he will 
try to master the country by staying on the crest of the tidal wave 
which is the awakening of Russia. 

That wave, if Khrushchev lives, will carry him farther away from 
Leninism than seems possible today. And with him he will take the 
apparatus of the Communist party, best seen not as an ideological 
phalanx but as a new ruling class, owing its whole existence to the 
powerful and tricky performer at its head.
